WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—An equinoc 
tial storm last night gave Washington 
the worst shaking up it ever had. 
The 
wind 
blew 
in 
a rotary, twisting, 
wrenching velocity of seventy-five miles 
an hour. Rain was driven in floods— 
it did not fall—lightning pierced and 
lit up the tossing black clouds, and 
sharp claps of thunder contributed to 
make nature a wierd caldron. A new 
brick building, five stories high, in 
Pennsylvania avenue, 1213, was de- 
ibolished, the ruins falling upon and 
crushing 
Beattie's 
restaurant 
and 
Kelly's dairy lunch adjoining, and 
imprisoning six men. Four of them 
were soon released. George Sutton, a 
cook, was pinioned in the wreck, and 
w u not released until 2:45 o'clock. 
The steeple of the New York avenue 
Presbyterian church was blown off. 
The tower of the Grand Opera house 
was hurled to the sidewalk. 


Trees on every hand were every- 
where uprooted, there branches being 
strewn so thickly as to form complete 
blockades in many places. Some of 
these are made compact with additions 
of tin roofs and houses, sign boards, 
liEutters, pieces of fencing and boxes 
and barrels from in front of adjoining 
stores. 
Thelegraph, 
telephone and 
electric light wires were snapped and 
their ends dangled furiously in the 
storm. 


A horse stepped on a live wire at 
Seventh street and Pennsylvania ave- 
nue and dropped dead. 
At the water 
front every boat 
received 
terrible 
wrenchinge. The Mattano, an excur- 
sion steamer, had holes stove in its 
sides and was half sunk. The yachts 
wearo'idl tonir'Iodse icom the mooriags< 
and some of them went adrift down 
stream or were dashed against other 
boats and the sea wall. It is impossible 
to compute the amount of damage. 


The storm came up about 10 o'clock 
lasts|iight. A few minutes after 10 the 
wincu struck the city with iuli force, 
the rain following immediately. About 
11 o'clock a crash that could be heard 
a mile away told those in its vicinity 
that the Metropolitan railroad power 
house, on Four and a Half, had fallen. 
All tbe houses within half a block were 
shaken to their foundations and in a 
few minutes the streets were full of 
scared people, running to the scene. 
Then it was found that the whole r<3ar 
shed, walls and roof, had gone down in 
a tangled mass of iron girders and 
brick. Seven men were at work in the 
building at the time it fell in, and as 
they heard the cracking of the roo', 
which was of tin, they ran out of the 
structure just in time to save their 
lives. 


THE STOEH BLS&WHEBE. 


SAYANNAH, Ga, Sept. 30—A worse 
storm than that of August, 1893, if not 
the worst in the memory of those living 
here, was at its height at 12:30 today. 
Business in the city was suspended for 
over an hour, the storm being furious 
for that length of time. 
No person 
dared appear on the streets. The street 
cars halted, elevators stopped running, 
electric currents were shut ofiF, through 
fear or because of breakages, windows 
and shades were blown in everywhere, 
wires were hurled down, trees were 
razed, fences blown down, houses un- 
roofed^ portions of big buildings were 
wrecked, vessels turned over in the 
river, church steeples toppled and the 
streets were literally strewn with debris 
of ev^ry imaginable kind. 
People lived 
in dread for an hour in Savannah 
today. The stoutest buildings in the 
city trembled. There is the greatest 
apprehension for vessels out and for 
small craft that are known to have 
been in the. blow. Relatives of persons 
known to be at sea are frantic in their 
endeavors to receive news from them 
Early in the storm there were reports 
that there had been loss of life in 
the city. 
The money loss, it is esti- 
mated, will reach from $600,000 to 
$800,000. There was indication at 3 
o'clock of severe winds. 
At 
that 
hour the observer said thai, there would 
be a wind of over thirty miles an hour. 
The wind began to raise at 11:30 and 
at 12 o'clock was blowing at forty-eight 
miles an hour. At 12:15 a velocity of 
sixty six miles had been reached and 
the air was literally filled with flying 
debris. At that time the inBtrument 
at the observer's office was blown out 
of working order. A few minutes after- 
ward the wind had reached a velocity 
of eighty miles an hour or over. At 
noon the barometor had dropped to 
29.30, and at 12:30 it was 28.95. After 
that further reports froin it could not 
be secured. 


There must have been 100 tons of 
tin rolled off oi roofa in Savannah 
yesterday. Bricks and wires fellkvery. 
where and hundreds of roofs were 
totally demolished. It is impossible to 
enumerate the buildings unroofed or 
partially destroyed. 
Shattered trees 


covered every'street and these, with 
hundreds of fallen wires, made the 
streets impassable for several hours. 
The total damage is estimated at from 


$ 7 0 0 , 0 0 0 to $ 1 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 in Savannah and 
Chatham county. 


The last report the observer received 
from Tybee was at 11:30. 
The wind 
was then blowing forty miles an hour 
there. Since then it has been impossi- 
ble to secure connection with the 
island. The damage to shipping was 
great. 


Among the 
prominent 
buildings 
damaged are: City Exchange, Savan- 
nah theatre, John Rourke & Son's, 
Savannah gun factory, Savannah pants 
factory; Comer, Hull & Co.; guano 
factory, Henry Sottmo & Sons' whole 
sale grocery buildings, A. S. Brown & 
Sons' planing mills; 
Plant 
railway 
system depot, a total wreck; Plant 
system shops; Georgia Central railway 
shops, Chatham academy, Presbyterian 
and Lutheran churches, car sheds of 
the city and suburban railway company 
and the Savannah brewing company. 


Hundreds of dwellings are either 
totally demolished or damaged and 
many of the retail stores of the city are 
sufferers. There has not been such 
general loss from a storm in this city 
in years. The loss of life, it is feared, 
will be great; already ten deaths are 
reported. 


NEWBURGH, N . Y., Sept. 20.—During 
the terrific storm on the Hudson rivbr 
at 2 o'clock this morning the passenger 
propeller Redfield, from New York 
bound for Hudson, collided with the 
tugboat Edwin Terry, oflF Cold Springs. 
Pilot George Hammond and Steward 
Robert Roosa, both of the tug Terry, 
were seriously injured. 


BUFFALO, N . Y., Sept. 30.—The wind 
raged here at a velocity of fifty-three 
miles an hour this morning, doing con- 
siderable damage to overhead wires, 
roofs, chimneys and small outbuildings. 
The storm center had passed by day- 
break but brisk winds continued all 
the morning. 
High water prevails in 
the harbor and all navigation proceeds 
with great caution. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 30.—A terrific 
wind and rain storm broke over this 
section about 2 o'clock this morning 
and raged with fierce intensity for 
nearly three hours. The wind attained 
a velocity of thirty miles and hour, 
prostrating telegraph and 
telephone 
wires, and entirely cutting cff com- 
munication with the east, but otherwise 
so far as known at this time doing no 
serious damage. 
Heavy washouts are 
reported on the Pennsylvania railroad 
east of Huntington and all trains sre 
from four to six hours late. 
Large 
forces have been sent out to clear the 
tracks and the oiiioials expect to have 
trains running as usual in a few hours. 


READING, Pa, Sept, 30.—At 2 o'clock 
this morning the oast house of the 
Temple furnace, at Temple station, five 
miles above Reading, was blown down 
by the wind and nearly a dozen work- 
men were buried in the ruins. 
The 
men were pinned down by the heavy 
timbers and it was sometime before 
they could be reached. 


The killed are: Edward Rismiller 
and Samuel Troot. 


The injured are: William Collar, 
Joseph Rothenberger, Harry Becker, 
William Schadler, William Mertz. 


All are badly hurt and it is believed 
some of them will die. 


LAKCASTKB, Pa, Sept. 30.—For over 
an hour last night this city and county 
was subjected to the severest wind 
storm every known here. It is impossi- 
ble to form any estimate of the number 
of buildings wholly or partially de- 
molished, or the monetary extent of 
the damage. The greatest single loss 
is that of the Pennsylvania railroad 
bridge 
across 
the Susquehanna 
at 
Columbia, nothing being left of it but 
the piers, the iron span in the middle 
and the first span at each end. 


The bridc;e was a mile and a quarter 
long and was said to be the largest 
covered bridge in the world. 


In this city a large number of build- 
ings were partly demolished and un- 
roofed and the street littered with 
debris. Telegraph and telephone wires 
throughout'the county are down or 
badly tangled, but from the meager 
accounts thus far received, the country 
sections near this city fared more 
severely than the city. From every 
part come reports of tobacco sheds 
destroyed, school houses and churches 
damaged 
and 
private 
residences 
unroofed. 
Columbia 
appears 
to 
have suffered more than sny other 
section of the county. The damage 
in the borough is estimated at half a 
million dollars, and the streets this 
morning were filled with portions of 
the wrecked buildings. 
Not one of the 
many big manufacturing plants along 
the river escaped injury. The remains 
of the bridge which was lifted bodily 
from the piers, lie in the river above 
the piers. As it was carried away cries 
for help were distinctly heard coming 
from it, but it was impossible to reach 
the ruins. 
Diligent examination 
is 
being made today by the aid of boats, 
but so far without success. Two men 
are reported to have gone down with 
the bridge, but this remains uncon- 
firmed. 
The bridge cost about $1,000,- 
000. 


The fierceness of the atorm at Colum- 
bus is illustrated by timbers of the 
bridge, which were carried by the wind 
up as far as the tunnel on the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, a full mile away. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 30 —Last night's 
Btorm did great damage in this state, 
but the wires are down in nearly every 
direction and it is difiicult to obtain 
reliable information. The storm swept 
through the Lebanon valley and did 
great damage. North of Readi^xg there 
was also much damage, but no trains 


are arriving and there are no wires, 
consequently definite news 
is 
not 
obtainable 
The wires of the Western 
Union and Postal 
Telegraph 
com- 
panies 
and 
the 
long 
distance 
'phone are down in all 
directions. 
The 
Western 
Union 
sent 
fifty 
linemen from this city on early trains 
through the state and on tbe main 
lines south. 
Trees are reported blown 
across the wires in dozens of localities 
and groups of poles were broken off 
and the wires strewn along the ground. 
Between this city and Baltimore, out 
of 100 wires, only five are working. 
South of Baltimore there is cot a single 
wire of any sort. In this city there was 
a heavy pour down of rain lasting until 
4 a. m., accompanied by high wind?. 


In New Jersey the storm was also 
severe. The trains from the west on 
the Pennsylvania were delayed by a 
washout at Mill Creek, on the middle 
division. The trains due at 4:40, 6 and 
6:30 a. m. were from five to eight hours 
late. The railroad o£Scials say they 
have heard nothing of a reported de- 
struction of the Steelton station and 
discredit the story. The Pennsylvania 
railroad wires are down west and south 
and trains are run very cautiously. 
In 
several places on the main line tele- 
graph poles were blown across the 
tracks. 


CHICAGO, Sept. SO.—Great damage to 
property and many accidents resulted 
from the furious gale on the lakes. The 
most serious accident in the port of 
Chicago occurred this morning when 
the schooner Seaman broke from her 
moorings in slip "E," at the foot of 
Randolph 
street, and 
while being 
hurled about by the storm wrecked and 
sunk half a dozen smaller craft. A 
number of men had narrow escapes for 
their lives, among them being Captain 
McCreary, of the Seaman, and two of 
his men, and several men aboard of the 
boats moored in the slip. Three or 
four saUors were thrown into the water* 
and were forced to battle for their 
lives. 


^Ew 
Y O R K , Sept. 30.—Last night's 
wind storm, though furious in this city 
and vicinity, as elsewhere in the east, 
did but little damage ashore, and thus 
far no disasters on the Long Island, 
New Jersey or New England coast have 
been reported. 
The greatest damage 
sustained is by the prostration of tele- 
graph and telephone poles. 


STOLE EYERmiNG. 


Burglars Bob a Hotel of All Its 
Valuables. 


diloiroformcd ttie Steventcen Inmates 


a n d T b e n T o o k tbe Casb, Jewels 


and Silverware. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., 
Sept. SO.—It has 
iust been learned that burglars entered 
the hotel Norman, near Wilmerding, 
Pa., Sunday morning, and after chloro- 
forming all the inmates, carried off 
$10,000 in money, jewelery and silver- 
ware. A safe containing between $7,000 
and $8.000 was blown open and the 
contents taken. The cash register in 
the barroom was likewise opened and 
robbed, alter which every room in the 
house was searched and stripped of 
portable valuables. There were seven- 
teen guests in the house ac the time, 
beside Mr. Wymard and his family. 
Every cent of money belonging to the 
guests was taken, together with their 
watches and jewelery. The silverware 
of the house, Mrs. Wymard's diamonds, 
and, in fact, everything of value that 
was readily movable was taken. 
The 
thieves left no clue.

conditions would warrant, and their 
sentiment was echoed 
in 
the 
de- 
cline of I Jc which marked yesterday's 
trading, due to their letting go of their 
lines. A firm conviction existed that 
it would decline still further today. 
But cables from Liverpool told that 
every offer of wheat from this side bad 
been accepted, and there was still a firm 
demand. Prices at London were higher, 
if anything, in spite of the decline 
here. Shorts were simply stunned by 
this aunouncem.ent and the effect was 
seen in the opening prices, which were 
fully |c higher ihan yesterday's close 
When later cables reported London 
excited and prices 
advancing, 
the 
eager.ne8s to cxver became a scramble 
to get wheat at any price. 
By noon 
December 
waa sellirg at 68ic, an 
advance of 25c for the day. 
There 
was some reaction from the high point, 
but the closing was firm, and many 
speculators prophesy that the much 
looked for doll&r marh will again be 
reached before the advance is finally 
checked. 


CANTON, Ohio, Sept. 30—The rain 
which set in during the reception of 
the last delegation Saturday and with 
slight interruptions has continued ever 
since, shows no sign of abatement this 
morning. The first delegation to see 
Major McKinley arrived in a special of 
nine coaches, at 8 o'clock this morning, 
with rain pouring down in torrents. 
The party was taken to the Tabernacle, 
where shortly after 9 o'clock Major 
McKinley went to receive the greetings 
delivered by W. E. Gray, chairman of 
the Centre county, Penn., republican 
central committee. The party organ- 
ized at Bellefonte and represented the 
first Pennsylvania county to instruct 
delegates for McKinley.

REAR END COLLISION. 


Bad Wreck Upon the liehigrli

A Freight Train Sto^tN to «Jool a Jonr- 
niil and a Followlni; Train 
Crashes Into It.

VS., Sept. 30.—On 
board the special train carrying the 
Bryan party from Washington were 
National Committeeman T. M. Graw, 
who was in charge of the train, and 
Andrew Minston, chairman of the state 
committee; Wm, H. Poppleton, secre- 
tary of state; Attorney General Eiley, 
ex-Congressman John D. 
Anderson, 
Judge Samuel Woods, Col. J. N. B. 
Crim, Judge W. T. Lee, Hon. W. H. 
D. Oggs, cendidate for state auditor; 
Nat W. Fitzgerald, populist candidate 
for governor; Hon. Wm. C. Hampton, 
ex-State Treasurer Thomas O'Brien, 
and J. W. Gallagher, all of West Vir- 
ginia; ex Cocgressmau Turner, of New 
York; Senator Marion Butler, chairman 
of the populist national committee; 
Deputy Commissioner of Pensions H. 
C. Bell, C. T. Bride and James L.

money, when Thomas Jefferson de- 
clared that banks of issue were more 
dangerous than any standard of money.

way to thwart the will of the people. 


If international bimetallism is ever 
to be accomplished there is one way 
and only one way in which it can be 
done. The United States must take 
the lead. And it is proper that we 
should always lead and never follow. 
We should recognizs the fact that we 
are the greatest nation on earth and 
should assume our proper position as 
the leader of nations. 
* The growth of bimetallism in En- 
gland, France and Germany during the 
last few years is truly remarkable. 
It 
is absolutely certain that France and 
the Latin TTnion stand ready to follow 
us, and are both ready and anxious for 
us to take the lead. Germany, too, is 
tired of her experiment and her ablest 
statesmen are anxious to return to the 
old bimetallic standard. 


As for England, if the people could 
decide the question, she would join in 
the movement at once. But if the 
linited States, adopts the bimetalli& 
standard Bn^ahd w^uld be forced to 
follow, or Bhe would be ruined. She 
could no( hold her Asiatic or South 
American trade six months unless she 
adopted the bimetallic standard. 


But there is another reason why we 
should take the lead. We are not only 
the most wealthy and powerful nation 
on earth, but we control the world's 
output of silver. 
Our mines yield 
almost two fifths of the silver product of 
the world. The United States is the 
only nation in the world that produces 
any considerable amount of silver, that 
refuses it free and unlimited coinage 
When we no longer throw our silver 
upon the world's markets as a com- 
modity, it will be impossible to buy an 
ounce any where in the world at less 
than its mint price. 
We hold the key 
to the solution of this question. 
It is 
natural that the nations of Europe 
should ask us to take the lead. 
How 
could France. Germany or Enghnd, 
without silver mine», hope to establish 
bimetallism? The United SUtes, by 
continuing to sell the product of her 
mines as a commodity, could defeat 
them. 
If we adopt the bimetallic 
standard, every nation in Europe will 
adopt it inside of twelve months. 


Tbé Pension List. 


Back in 1879, when the appropriation 
for pensions rose from thirty-three to 
fifty-seven millions, General Garfield 
explained that this was the maximum, 
as all dependent veterans had been pro 
vided fot and the list would thenceforth 
tend to diminish. 


This prediction held good for just one 
year. Then new forms of pension be- 
gan to be provided and the appropria- 
tions gradually rose to 
eighty-nine 
millions in 1889. Then came the con- 
gress of 1890 and the item for pensions 
took another leap, reaching a maximum 
of one hundred and fi''ty eight millions 
in 1893. 


This was really the high water mark, 
very large sums having been required 
for the payment of arrears under the 
new act. In 1894 and 1895 the annual 
payments were nearly stationary, the 
total pension disbursements of the 
latter year being $140,959,361. This 
year, 
according to the report juet 
published, the coi responding figures 
are $138 214,761, a decrease of two mil- 
lions and a half. 


The commissioner's report shows that 
40,374 new pensioners were added to 
the rolls during the year and 3,873 re. 
stored who had been dropped. The 
losses by deaths were 29.393 and by 
other causes 14,700, so that the num- 
ber on the rolls at the close of the yean 
970.678, was but 154 more than at the 
beginning 
This seems to indicate 
that the pension list has atlast actually 
reached the maximum, and is likely 
henceforth to diminish. 


It IS interesting to remark that, omit- 
ting the postal service and interest on 
the public debt, the payments for pen- 
sions are almost exactly one-half of the 
annual expenses of the government, 
both civil and military. 


KaKlisti Interest in Aniericn. 


The intirest felt by the English in 
the present political 
campaign 
in 
America is beyond precedent. 
Neithf r 
in 1860 nor in 1864, nor apain in 1884, 
was it necessary for any English news- 
paper to enlarge its facilities for obtain- 
ing news from the United States. From 
a dozen to twenty lines in his morning 
paper was all that the Englishman 
asked to know about "the States " and 
he was all the better pleased if those 
were occupied with the details of a 
violent storm, or a vast calamity, or an 
unusual murder. To him àmerica is a 
land of big monstrosities, and he has 
ordinarily very little interest in our 
political or social occurrences. Measur- 
ing the doings of every other country 
by his own, he has no standard to guage 
the importance of our political chaoj^es. 
His own system of government is ex- 
ci»edingly simple. 
An American in 
England learns all about their DoliticB 
in 
six 
months, 
if 
he cares to 
give ordinary attention to them. An 
Englishman may spend 
as 
many 
years in America without obtaining the 
proper clues to our complex federal 


system. 
Nor are the EogUshman 
diflBculties at all dimihished bv the fact 
that he draws 'his information mostly 
from the representatives of the minority 
in America, who usa their access to the 
London press to criticise and belittle 
the course of a national movement, 
rather than explain it. He thus ob- 
serves a complex system through a die 
torting medium, and must have a genius 
for interpretation if he escape being 
misled, 
Itii^a good sign that a large 
group of English newspapers have com- 
bined to obtain fuller and more careful 
dispatches from America. That they 
will seek this from exactly the class 
whose letters and telegrams have most 
confused them, is only too likely. 
But 
in the long run, if the English overcome 
their indifference to American doingF, 
they will find out those who give them 
faulse guidance, and they will make a 
way to get the true. 


New NonBcctarlan Movement. 


A strangely 
eloquent 
sermon 
was 
preached in Philadelphia by Rev. Dr. 
J, Leonard Levy in the Temple Kenesoth 
Israel on the Jewish Day of 
Atone- 
ment, 
Dr. Levy, a Jew, seems to bo 
taking the first practical step toward 
that reunion of all the sects which 
the 
pope and Greek and Protestant religions 
leaders have been talking of so long. 
But Dr, Levy would make the union 
broader than they. 
Ho would 
include 
in this mighty order which he seeks to 
establish not only Christian sects, bnt 
Jew and Mohammedan. 


Dr. Levy said the Jew had been the 
scapegoat for the sins of mankind. 
In 
these' pathetic words he spoke of h i m : 


The Jew ia what he is because the world has 
made him so, for the world seized him by the 
hair and dragged liim through the dirt and 
dust and mire. It trampled him tinder foot; 
it beat him; it bastiaadoed him; it spat upon 
him. Wounded ahd sore, the scapegoat rose 
up. With a look full of resignation, he turned 
upon the assailing world and said: " And yet 
for Bll this you shall have my book of books 
to read, to cheer you, to bring you hope, to 
elevate you. And yet for all this you shall 
have my psalms to sing to lend your soul 
wings to fly Godward, And yet for all this 
my physicians shall heal yon, my poets shall 
sing, for you, my statesmen shall legislate for 
you, my musicians shall charm you, and my 
men of talent shall afford you joy. And yet 
for all this you shall have my Brother Jesus, 
a Jew like me, born of .Jewish parents like me, 
raised in the Jewish faith like me, who died a 
Jew likis me, and him a Jew you inay worship, 
that from the Jew you may And the way to 
eternal peace. Tread me under foot, spurn 
me, cast ine out, send me to the wilderness, 
make me your scapegoat—I defy the world. 
It cannot shake reason from my mind nor faith 
from my heart." 


Of the order which Dr. Levy hopes to 
found, he said: 


I see around me millions of people believing 
in God the Father of all, yet not at peace nor 
in love with men, their human brothers. Can 
not there be started some movement that shalJ 
hasten the dsy of universal peace and lovoi 
That I believe there can I have often said. For 
years out in my western home on the goldun 
shores of the Pacific dear, trusted friends and 
I would often talk of such a possibility, and to 
the inspiration of those conversations the 
world will owe whatever is feasible in the 
plan I submit. 


This is a possibility painted by reason end 
hope, by love and duty. It may be the begin 
ningof the end. The good iSme shall came 
when no religious denomination shall be the 
scapegoat of another. 
Men shdll be at one 
with each other, 'In the temple of n»an the 
works of man shall be rehearsed lor the bene- 
fit of man and the glory of GodV The secta 
stand at the open gates of brotherhood. Let 
them enter in the name of the fatherhood oi 
God and the brotherhood of man. 


Is there such a thing as a baseball 
hoodoo?

They lost to the Pitts burga, 
they lost to the Ghicagos, they even lost 
three consecutive games to the Louis- 
villes. It looked as though they were 
trying themselves on the losing side, 
and perhaps they were. It looked as 
though they had been paid to give the 
game to every club that fought agaisist 
them. They were shortly far behind the 
Clevelaftds.

American citizen wiho had 
surrendered was tied to a tree and&acked 
to pieces with Spanish machetes.

Mexico, too, has her independence day, 
and it comes on Sept. 16. 
On that day, 
in 1810, Father Hidalgo, a young priest

claimed from his pulpit rebellion against 
the cruel yoke of Spain, 
He not only 
proclaimed liberty, but he began to fight 
for it. 
He armed a few followera and 
started the battle for freedom. 
He was 
captured and died the death of a martyr,

martial 
order 
J u n e 
26, 
J 811. 
Hi.s head, 
and 
the 
heads of three other patriots slain with 
him, were exposed for days upon poles. 
B u t they only kindled more fiercely the 
fires of rebellion, and Mexico at 
length 
became independent in 1824, 
But the 
Mexicans do not celebrate their 
inde- 
pendence day with noise and gunpowder 
explosions, as we do. 
Their idea of a 
good time is to have cockfights and mu- 
sic.

" I protest," says Dr, Mall, a great 
anthority in hypnotism, "against 
tlje 
terminology v,hlcb has..been. to a great 
extent adopted and which many doctors 
have helped to propagate, but which is 
none the less erroueons.

'asleep,' 
and the t-^o states have been partly 
identified,

clnsions are often drawn from the mis 
taken termiiîolojgy, with resnlting con 
fusion, 
Snsceptibilityi to snggestioa is 
the chief 
phenomenon of-,, hypndsia' 
And he goes on to say that, "howevei 
strange and paradoxical the phenomena 
of hypnosis may appear to us at 
first 
sight, we may be sare that there is nc 
absolute difference between hynotio and 
nonhypnotic states. " 


. Man carries within him the germ ol 
the possible mob, of the épidémie. As a 
social being he is naturally suggestible 
but when this su.sceptibility to 
fiuggcs 
tion beccmes under certain 
ccndilious 
abnormally intense we may say that he 
is thrown into a hypnotic state. 
We 
know that a limitation of 
voluntary 
movements 
induces 
light 
hypnosis, 
which is characterized by inhibition oi 
the will. 
The memory is unaffected. 
Self couscicusness remains intact, and 
the subject, is perfectly aware of all 
that goes on. A loss of voluntary move 
ments is one of its chief 
phenomena. 
Keeping this in mind, we cap understand 
to a certain extent medieeval life. The 
mediseval man was in a state cf light 
hypnosis. 
This was induced in him by 
the great liirilaticn 
cf hi.s voluntary 
mcvcu:ci;;:3, \y 
ll.c 
cf his 


will, by the social pressure which was 
exerted on him by the great weight oi 
authority 
to which his life was sub- 
jected. 


The life of the niediœval man was 
regulated down to its least detail. 
Tbe 
order, 
the 
guild, 
the commune, 
the 
church, had minute rejiulations for all 
exigencies of life. Nothing was left to 
individual euttrprise. 
Even love had 
its rules. There were curious love trials, 
one cf the lovers accusing the other of 
liaviüg trespassed some fixed rule of 
love . Society Avas divided and subdivid- 
ed iijf .T numerous parts, each having its 
own fixed rules, each leading its own 
excluded, narrow, dwarfisJi life.

Many famous wrecks have contributed 
to this collection, one of the best known 
being the Canard 
steamer 
Oregon, 
which, after her disastrous encounter 
with a coal barge, sank to rest off Fire 
island. One of these relics is a common 
cabin clock, the hands being stopped 
at 1:45 o'clock on the morning of March 
14, 1886. The Oregon's flag is in tbe 
same case with the clock. 
When the 
steamer Mary A. Boardman was sunk 
on Romer shoals in 1864, she carried 
down a fire hose nozzle, which 30 years 
later was brought up and is now label- 
ed as a curio. 
The old sound steamer 
Rhode Island contributed a bottle ol 
selteis water, which still retains some 
of the original fiz; tho Confederate 
ram Merrimac is represented by a lamp 
shade, aud a British man-of-war, which 
is said to have been sunk in 1774 in 20 
fathoms of water, in later years gave 
up a piece of ro])e which bears every 
evidence of having become well ac- 
quainted with salt water. 


The Hussar, whose wreck is supposed 
to be somewhere off Port Morris aud tc 
be the hiding place of 
of British 
gold, has iädded a cannon ball to the 
collection, and another cannon ball is 
said to be from the wreck of Morgan's 
pirate ship. Two mementos of an un- 
lucky ship are a part of the name board 
from the stern of one of the boats and a 
piece of charred timber from the same 
boat which was part of the outfit of the 
British ship Carniehill, which was on 
fire not long ago at a Brooklyn -pier. 
She was afterward rebuilt and nàmed 
the Charles R. Flint and was burned 
at sea on her first voyage under the 
American flag. 


Relics from the wreck of thesloop-Of- 
war Morning Star, which was sunk in 
1778 by the explosion of 250 kegs of 
gunpowder at the spot which is now 
the corner of Front and Broad streets ; 
a sword which was sunk three times, 
on tho steamers Tallapoosa, Cairo and 
Conestoga; 
a candlestick 
from the 
wreck of the Spanish steamer Viscaya, 
which went to pieces on the Jersey 
coast; a bottle of black sand from bor- 
ings made in the search for a founda- 
tion for a lighthouse on the dreaded 
Diamond shoal, off 
Cape Hatteras, 
brought up from a depth of 105 fçet be- 
low the sea floor, and à badly irusted 
pistol from the wreck of the s t e t e r 
Wells City are other interesting re- 
minders that big ships as well as little 
ones are subject to the common fate 
. which is supposed ultimately to over- 
take those who bràvè the dangers of 
the deep and that aepth is no safeguard 
against the wrecker.. . 


In addition to these are relics from 
tlie German pteamer Artesia, which was 
wrecked in the strait of Magellan ; the 
name plate fronV the wrcck of the steam- 
er Atlantic, on the Nova '^?otia coast ; 
seme magnetic sand from 
\b]e island, 
a piece of the first Atlantic t ble, a bot- 
tle of olive oil from the baia Roberts, 
which was sunk in 1844, the bottle be- 
ing recovered in.4877; a gun from the 
steamer Bramhav, 
hich took a cargo 
of arms to Turkey a d i d not return; a 
glass eriulnate from the British bark 
Lcrnty, which went ashore on Liberty 
i!-:!kiid last winter, and a large number 
of ether fragments of wrecks from va- 
rious part3 df the American and West 
Indian ccr,sts whciro the company has 
carried on its operations. 


Surrounding this strange collection 
are pictures of wrecks and rescues, bat- 
tered hulks and stove in steamers, divers 
aud their apparatus and some old time 
photographs, one of them being of the 
now famous Competitor, which has 
been mixed up in so many alleged Cu 
ban filibustering expeditions. This iasf 
picture was taken 20 years ago, wher 
tho vessel was at the pier on the Staten 
Island shore.—New York Tribune.

Ordeal W h i c h Is Sure t o Come to North- 
weet Lumber Towns. 
The lumber towns in the northwest- 
ern states sooner or later are all de- 
stroyed by fire. Ontonagon was literally 
wiped off the face of the earth and her 
2,000 souls left without food or shelter. 
A few montb.s ago it w^as L'Anse, not 
70 miles away, which was obliterated. 
Before that. Phillips, Hinckley, Sand- 
stone and a dozen other Minnesota and 
Wisconsin lumbering towns were de 
etroyed, with terrible loss of life. Three 
years ago it was Virginia, Merritt. and 
Mountain Iron, on the Mebaba range. 
Twenty-five years ago Peshtigo, Mari- 
nette, Menominee, Pensaukèe, Michi 
gamme and others suffered. Not a year 
passes but shows one or more villages, 
or even embrj^ cities, that have built 
upon a sawdust foundation burned to 
the ground. 
The turn of the others 
coming. 


The story of the destruction of one 
might be the story of the destruction of 
all. 
The details differ, but the main 
facts are ever the same. Given a town 
built of lumber, founded on sawdust 
and girt with mills and lumber piles 
the other accessories of the tragedy 
will always be forthcoming. All that la 
needed for a conflagration, which often 
proves a holocaust, is a "bush fire" in 
some swamp near the place, a favoring 
wind, and iu a few short hours where 
stood a prosperous town is naught but 
smoldering ruins, with a few bodies 
among the coals. 


They have adequate fire protection— 
as nearly adequate as possible. The full 
departments of New York or Chicago, 
with all their steamers and ail theii 
brave men, could not have saved On 
tonagon after the flames caught among 
the 65,000,000 feet of dry lumber piled 
along both banks of the river. The mills 
of the Diamond Match company were 
famous for their perfection in detail 
They were i'quipped with the latest au 
tomatic nprinkling devices and a full 
fire department and plenty of water. 
Its mills were considered favorable 
risks among insurance men. 
Possibly 
tho destruction was delayed half an 
hour by the heroic work of the village 
and mill firemen. That is the utmost 
that can be said, and it is much to say 
when the nature of the fight is consid 
ered. 


There is probably but one measure 
that can protect the lumber towns from 
forest fires. Were a strip of ground at 
least half a mile iu width cleared thcr 


oughiy atioiu iho » utile pia0e, imuiunuj 
might be secvivd. 
The mere cutting 
down of the trees would not suffice, as 
would 
be necessary to clear the 
ground of underbrush and stumps and 
even of the great branching roots ol 
the pine, filled with renin, 
which carry 
the fire underneatli the surface of the 
soil. This plan is costly, and tho con- 
titiued growth of the towns would ten 
der its repetition necessary, 
Minneapo

TELLURIUM 
ORE. 


Valuable Dlseovery Made by an Old Minei 
In California. 


At San Diego, Cal., mining men are 
excited over the di.^covery of what is 
believed to be a large deposit of tellu- 
rium ore at Boulder creek, about 5C 
miles northeast of that city. The dis- 
coverer is Mut Wormer, an old and suc- 
cessful miner, and the ore, according tc 
assays made, runs up $3S,000 to the 
ton. Woimer has been working a claim 
on Boulder creek for several years, 
taking out good free milling ore aud 
sulphuret.s. 
He had never seen tellu- 
rium, but one day recently a neighboi 
who had sorted tellurium in Coloradc 
saw some of W^ormer's ore on the dumï 
and told him it was tellurium. Wormei 
sent some of tho black and white rock 
to San Francisco. 
The answer came 
back that it was low grade tellurium, 
runing $28,000 per ton. Wormer exhib- 
ited some specimens of his tellurium 
the other day and declared that they 
were identical with the best Cripple 
Creek ore. —San Francisco Examiner. 


A N O T H E R N E W IDEA. 


Discovery I n Telegraphy of Great Value 
I n Time of War. 


Colonel Bellon of the French artillery 
observed not long ago that if a tele- 
phone was in sufficient proximity to, 
although not in actual contact with, a 
telegraph line, it would be influenced 
by the current of the latter. 
Certain 
sounds were produced in the telephone 
whenever a message passed along the 
telegraph line. 


He has now succeeded by long con- 
tinued experiments in perfecting a sys- 
tem showing tbe phonetic impression 
produced by each letter of the Morse 
alphabet, and thus enabling any one 
with some practice 
to read by tbe 
sounds of the telephone any message 
circulating in a neighboring line. If 
will readily be understood that this dis- 
covery may be of great importance in 
wartime, as in this way a telegraph 
line might be "tapped" without in any 
way interfering with the current circu- 
lating in it, and hence without the 
slightest indication to the stations con- 
nected by. the line.—Exchange. 


This Cat Catches Snakes. 


Mrs. William Page of Lambertville, 
N. J., is the proud possessor of a cat 
that is not only an excellent ratter, bul 
that catches snakes and rabbits. Some 
days the cat catches as many as four 
copperhead snakes and two rabbits. 
Three or four times a day pussy brings 
home either a snake or a rabbit. If a 
rabbit, she will bring it in.thehouie. 
If a snake, she will leave it at the bot- 
tom of the yard. The cat has killed in 
the neighborhood of 200 snakes and 100 
rabbits.—New York World,
